Three  RU  colleges  planning  to  extend  orientations

Three  colleges  of  the  University 
will  offer  extended  orientation 
programs  for  new  students  this 
summer  under  a grant  from  the 
New  Jersey  Department  of  Higher 
Education. 

According  to  Jack  Creeden,  Uni- 
versity associate  provost  for  stu- 
dent affairs,  the  award  is  “a  real 
coup  for  Rutgers”  because  it 
reflects  the  quality  of  personnel 
and  programs  at  the  University. 

Grants  implemented 

Douglass,  Livingston  and  Uni- 
versity colleges  were  granted 
$75,000  to  implement  orientation 
programs  for  first-year  students. 
The  grant  is  not  renewable, 
Creeden  said,  adding  that  the  col- 
leges must  “find  ways  to  pick  up 
the  program”  next  year. 

About  half  of  Livingston  Col- 
lege's 650  incoming  first-year  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  participate  in 


four  orientation  sessions  in  June. 

Students  participating  in  the 
summer  programs  will  stay  at  a 
residence  hall  overnight  and  eat  at 
the  dining  hall.  These  students  will 
arrive  a day  later  for  orientation  in 
September. 

The  programs  are  open  to  all  stu- 
dents, and  should  provide  a “posi- 
tive experience”  for  commuters  as 
well  as  on-campus  students, 
according  to  Antoinette  DeMaglio, 
assistant  dean  of  Livingston 
College. 

DeMaglio  said  the  orientations 
will  discuss  transition  to  college, 
acquaintance  rape,  racism,  sexism 
and  homophobia.  The  sessions* 
ratio  of  one  orientation  leader  per 
20  students  will  give  the  leaders 
more  time  to  work  with  the  stu- 
dents, she  added. 

The  assistant  dean  said  she 
wants  faculty  members  to  teach 
sample  classes  during  the  summer 
orientations.  The  college  may  offer 
similar  p^rams  for  all  incoming 


students  if  the  pilot  program  is  suc- 
cessful, she  said.  ! 

Douglass  Colleg^  is  offering  two 
orientation  programs  for  first-year 
students,  each  taking  place  over 
two  days  in  June.  Students  will  use 
on-campus  residence  and  dining 
halls  during  the  two  days.  ' 

The  orientations,  open  to  on- 
campus  and  commuting  students, 
are  offered  as  an  alternative  to  the 
college’s  May  orientation  pre- 
sented over  two  Saturdays. 

The  program  in  May,  which 
includes  placement  testing,  is  on  a 
"very  tight  schedule”  and  does  not 
offer  much  opportunity  to  meet 
other  students,  according  to  Mar- 
jorie Munson,  Douglass  College 
assistant  dean  for  academic  affairs. 

The  May  program  also  causes 
conflicts  for  students  from  out-of- 
state or  those  involved  in  high- 
school  activities,  she  said.  Tiic  lon- 
ger orientations  will  allow  for  a lot  ■ 
more  programming  and  social 
activities,  explained  Munson,  but

Catering  to  students 

University  College  will  offer  an  ' 
extended  orientation  catered  to  its 
student  body  — commuters  who 
often  have  full-time  jobs  and  fami- 
lies. The  program  will  be  offered 
July  28-29^  a Friday  evening  and 
Saturday  morning. 

The  orientation  will- discuss 
“problems  which  are  not  unique  to 
University  College  students,  but 
which  may  pose  more  of  a problem 
for  them,”  according  to  Elena 
Buchanan,  University  College 
assistant  dean  of  counseling  and 
student  affairs. 


These  topics  include  study  skills, 
personal  development  programs 
and  conflict  resolution.  Students 
sometimes  need  tools  to  handle 
their  many  responsibilities,,  she 
said.  ^ W ' ' 

The  extended  orientation  prog- 
ram also  allows  students  “to  make  a , 
connection”  with  another  student 
or  someone  else  at  the  University, 
said  Buchanan.  These  students  are 
more  likely  to  cornpletc  their, stu-„J 
dies  because  “they  get  a sense  that 
they  belong  at  Rutgers,”  she  said.

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Members  of  the  recently-formed 
African  Dance  Troupe  performed 
and  insimcted  native  West  African 
dance  steps  at  the  Quad  Three  Resi- 
dence Hall  on  the  Kilmer  campus 
Tuesday  night. 

Three  Livingston  College  stu- 
dents performed  a dance  signifying 
“strength  and  unity.”  Another, 
“Circle  Dance,”  included  a solo 
perfonnance  by  each  member. 

According  to  Livingston  Col- 
lege first-year  student  April  Clark, 
the  Circle  Dance  “demonstrates  an 
ability  to  follow  the  leader,  as  well 
as  loproveyoucandoas  well  as  the 
leader.  Certain  steps  in  the  dances 
represented  tasks  such  as  picking 
cotton  and  holding  a basket  over 
one’s  head. 

Clark,  who  choreographed  the 


dance  to  music  by  Nigerian  artist 
King  Sunny  Ade,  said  the  group 
needs  members  and  equipment. 
She  said  the  group  had  to  borrow 
the  brightly-colored  skirts  known 
as  “lapas”  and  the  sound  system. 

She  added  that  the  group,  com- 
posed of  herself  and  two  other  stu- 
dents, needs  male  dancers  to  per- 
form the  “stronger"  West  African 
dances,  such  as  “Circumcision.” 

Clark  said  she  wants  to  obtain 
drums  — bongos  and  lembalis  — 
for  the  group’s  performances.  “If 
we  had  drummers,  it  would  be  even 
better,”  she  said. 

Livingston  College  junior  Dena 
Diggs,  who  participated  in  the 
program,  said  the  dance  helps  to 
“preserve  my  African  heritage.” 

Many  popular  forms  of  dance 
“have  an  African  influence,” 
according  to  Livingston  College 


senior  Shawn  McRae.  The  dancer 
said  tap,  ballet  and  modem  dance 
have  their  origins  in  West  African 
dances. 

She  added  similar  dances  were 
performed  in  the  play  “Sarafina” 
and  the  movie  “The  Color  Purple.” 

The  dancing  “can  relieve  a lot  of 
anxiety  and  everyone  needs  some 
sort  of  release,"  Clark  said.

Imminent  budget  cuts  through- 
out the  University  may  affect 
Livingston  College  dramatically, 
according  to  Livingston  College 
Dean  W.  Robert  Jenkins. 

The  dean  said  the  college  has 
“very  few  places”  to  make  cuts 
because  “these  (services)  directly 
affect  students.” 

According  to  Jenkins,  “if  we 
have  to  cut  further,  it  will  make 
..miich.more  of  an  impression  on

students.  Next  time,  clearly  weTl 
have  to  cut  things  which  will  have  a 
real  difference  which  will  show.” 
He  said  each  college  makes  its  own 
determination  on  which  programs 
to  cut. 

The  dean  said  the  college  made 
specific  cuts  in  secretarial  and 
advising  time  as  well  as  in  other 
academic  services  for  the  1989-90 
academic  year.  However,  he  said 
“students  generally  do  not  see  any 
effect  at  all"  in  academic  services, 
because  other  staff  members  “look 


up  the  slack.”  Jenkins  said  he  and 
other  deans  at  the  college  are 
searching  for  ideas  to  cope  with  the 
reduced  budget. 

Each  unit  has  been  given  a 
demand  to  rclum  money  to  the  Uni- 
versity, Jenkins  said. 

Jerkins  said  Livingston  College 
must  cut  hourly  wages,  supplies 
and  equipment.  The  reduction  in 
wages  will  affect  part-time 
employees  who  typically  work 
approximately  30  to  35  hours  per 
week. 


Livingston  College  sophomore 
Yash  Dalai,  treasurer  of  the 
Livingston  College  Governing 
Association,  said  students  already 
have  fell  cuts  in  academic  services, 
especially  during  the  “add/drop” 
period. 

“How  far  are  the  cuts  going  to 
go?”  Dalai  asked.  “All  I know  is  the 
counselors  are  not  there  as  many 
limes  as  1 need  them.  There’s  only 
so  much  they  can  cut  supplies.” 

Jack  Creeden,  New  Brunswick 
associate  provost  for  student 


affairs,  said  each  college  must  cope 
with  a reduced  budget. 

Creeden  said  budgets  are  “a  col- 
legiate decision" because  individu- 
al colleges  “can  make  the  best 
choices.”  However,  Creeden  said 
the  provost’s  office  reserves  the 
right  to  make  final  decisions  on 
each  college’s  budget. 

The  associate  provost  said  his 
department  “tries  to  be  fair  to 
everybody  (by  recognizing)  indivi- 
dual differences  in  the  colleges  and 
their  programs.” 
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Livingston  students  now 
eligible  for  honor  society 
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Livingston  College  students  will 
be  eligible  for  inclusion  in  the  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  honor  society  for  the 


first  time  this  year.  The  organiza- 
tion recognizes  college  liberal  arts 
students  with  high  academic 
'j  achievements  and  presents  them 
th  a golden  key. 

The  honor  is  available  to  Univer- 
students  in  New  Brunswick 
and  Newark  with  liberal  arts 
majors.  Students  enrolled  in  pro- 
fessional majors  are  not  eligible  for 
membership  unless  they  have 
another  major  in  a liberal  arts 
department. 

Livingston  College  Asso6iate 
Dean  Laura  Bromley  said  the  col- 
lege has  worked  hard  "for  some 
years  to  establish  our  own  chapter,” 
she  said. 

Livingston  College  students  will 
join  the  University  in  the  Alpha 
chapter  of  PBK.  Although  Livings- 
ton College  wanted  to  obtain  its 
own  chapter,  Bromley  said  the

To  qualify  for  membership  in  the 
honor  society,  a student  must  attain 
several  academic  disclinctions. 

All  PBK  members  must  com- 
plete 60  credits  at  the  University 
with  a 3.8  grade-point  average  for 
juniors  and  a 3.5  for  seniors. 

Bromley  said  Livingston  Col- 
lege students  would  have  been  ine- 
ligible for  the  honor  five  years  ago. 
Before  1985,  the  college  did  not 
calculate  grade-point  averages  for 
its  students.  The  national  organiza- 
tion only  adds  new  colleges  to  its 
membership  once  every  two  years, 
she  said. 

The  as.sociate  dean  said  Livings- 
ton College  seeks  to  develop  activi- 
ties in  association  with  students’ 
membership  in  the  society. 

Bromley  called  PBK  “a  presti- 
gious organization,  recognized 
nationally  as  an  honor.”  The  group 
is  widely  recognized,  she  said,

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LCGA  discusses  extension  of  academic  calender 

Proposal  includes  changing  of  graduation  requirements

The  Livingston  College  Govern- 
ing Association  discussed  propos- 
als to  change  University  schedul- 
ing and  Livingston  College 
academic  requirements  during  its 
meeting  Monday. 

LCGA  President  Anike  Ajagun- 
na,  academic  affairs  committee 
chair,  suggested  a proposal  to 
extend  the  University  academic 
calendar.  The  extension  would  give 
students  a three-day  “breathing 
period’*  between  the  last  class  day 
of  the  semester  and  the  final-exam 
period. 

Under  the  plan,  the  University 
would  have  to  add  extra  class  days 


at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester 
and  at  the  end  of  the  spring  semes- 
ter, the  Livingston  College  junior 
said. 

Redefined  requirements 

Ajagunna  said  she  thinks  stu- 
dents will  appreciate  the  extra  lime. 
She  added  the  proposal  has  been 
submitted  to  other  student  govern- 
ments, but  “probably  won’t  happen 
for  another  year-and-a-half  from 
now.” 

LCGA  member  Michael  Para- 
scando,  a Livingston  College 


junior,  reported  on  a plan  to 
increase  Livingston  College  area 
distribution  requirements  for  new 
students.  The  plan  would  increase 
the  number  of  arts  and  humanities 
courses  required  for  graduation 
from  one  to  two,  and  raise  the  total 
area  credits  from  24  to  27. 

The  proposal,  which  originated 
in  the  Livingston  College  Execu- 
tive Council  of  Fellows,  would  not 
require  current  students  to  lake  an 
extra  thrcc-crcdit  course. 

This  is  a liberal  arts  school  that 
should  require  students  to  lake  var- 


ious courses,  Parascando  said. 

“It  doesn’t  pose  a burden,”  he 
said,  adding  “any  student  who 
completes  four  years  of  college 
should  complete  the 
requirements.” 

The  LCGA  student  life  commit- 
tee introduced  a resolution  to  hold 
an  “activity  information  fair”  on 
the  Kilmer  campus  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  semester.  LCGA  mem- 
bers expressed  concern  that  club 
information  was  not  readily  avail- 
able to  Livingston  College 
students.

Psychological  services  not  covered  by  student  insurance

The  Livingston  College 
Counseling  Center  could  be 
“devastated”  by  budget  cuts  affect- 
ing the  University  and  Livingston 
College,  according  to  Director 
Kenneth  Roy. 

A staff  of  one  part-time  and  two 
full-tiinc  psychologists  serves  250 
Livingston  College  students  each 
semester,  he  said. 

The  elirccior  said  he  has  seen  a 
100-pcrcenl  increase  in  the  number 
of  student  clients  in  llirce  years  at 
the  center,  “if  we  lost  a position,  it 


“We  actually  need  more  staff.” 

A reduced  budget  would  force 
the  center  to  make  difficult  deci- 
sions, he  said,  adding  these  could 
include  rcfciring  students  to  out- 
side agencies.  The  director  said 
University  student-health  insur- 
ance docs  not  cover  counseling  ser- 
vices, thus  making  the  center’s  free 
service  necessary  for  many 
students. 

Roy  said  the  center  looks  to  form 
an  advisory  board  to  develop  cdu- 


However,  he  said  a reduced  budget 
would  delay  the  inception  of  the 
board’s  programs. 

Livingston  College  sophomore 
Stephanie  Hcitman,  a University 
senator,  was  appointed  to  the  advis- 
ory board  at  Monday’s  meeting  of 
the  Livingston  College  Governing 
Association.

Livingston  College,"  McNatl  said. 
The  Towers  Residence  Halls 
would  be  named  for  Ernest  Lynton, 
the  first  dean  of  Livingston 
College. 

However,  the  Plaques  and 
Monuments  committee  has  not  yet 
approved  renaming  the  Kilmer 
campus  as  Livingston  campus, 
McNatt  said,  because  it  wants  to 
seek  the  opinions  of  other  depart- 
ments on  the  campus,  such  as  the 
School  of  Business,  the  Graduate 
School  of  Management  and  the 
University  Athletic  Department.

The  Livingston  College  Govern- 


ing Association  and  Livingston 
College  Dean  W.  Robert  Jenkins 
have  supported  the  proposal  to 
rename  the  campus  as  part  of  a plan 
to  increase  Livingston  College 
identity. 

McNatt  said  the  committee  will 
ask  the  New  Brunswick  Provost’s 
Office  to  consult  with  the  campus 
departments  to  get  their  opinions.

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RU  experiences  ‘emergencies’

During  a disasicrsimulation  yes- 
terday, the  Kilmer  campus  exper- 
ienced several  simultaneous 
emergencies  when  the  Livingston 
College  Gymnasium  bleachers  col- 
lapsed, an  abandoned  building 
caught  on  fire  and  a desperate  stu- 
dent almost  jumped  from  atop 
Reck  Hall. 

The  drill  performed  in  conjunc- 
tion with  local  firgt  aid  squads  and 
fire  companies,  served  to  deter- 
mine ilic  University’s  needs  for  a 
campus-emcrgency  operating  plan, 
according  to  University  Fire  Chief 
Joseph  Zuccarello. 

Local  communities  participate 

Fire  and  emergency  squads  from 
Rutgers  and  several  communities 
responded  to  the  Kilmer  incidents, 
early  Sunday  morning,  bringing 
"about  a dozen  ‘victims’”  to  an 
area  hospital,  according  to  Capt. 
Don  Rupi  ccht  of  the  University  fire 
and  emergency  services 
department. 

The  University  would  have  to 
depend  on  neighboring  towns  in 
the  event  of  a large-scale  emergen- 
cy. according  to  Zuccarello. 
Fmcigcncy  squads  from  Piscata- 
way,  New  Brunswick.  Highland 


Park  and  Edison  participated  ip  the 
drill. 

“There's  no  way  we  can  handle 
this  ourselves.”  the  fire  chief  said. 
"The  representation  of  today  is 
what  you’d  ...  see  if  this  type  of 
event  had  actually  occurred.” 

The  rescue  squads  planned  to 
hold  a series  of  tlirec  seminars  on 
emergency  techniques  on  the. 
Busch  campus  after  the  emergency 
drill,  said  Zuccarello, 

Ruprecht  said  the  drill  had  an 

excellent  turnout"  among  area 
volunteer  emergency  squads. 

"Every  once  in  a while  you  have 
to  practice  that  skill  of  coming  in 
and  w'orking  together,”  he  said. 
"The  agencies  here  arc  the  ones 
who  would  respond  to  anything  on 
Busch  or  Livingston." 

The  local  squads  also  could  be 
summoned  to  other  campusesj. 
depending  on  the  size  of  the 
emergency. 

The  captain  said  student  volun- 
teers did  not  know  what  was  going 
to  happen  before  arriving  at  the 
gym  yesterday.  "It  keeps  a good 
element  of  surprise.  The  whole 
setup  was  fresh  to  them.” 

However,  he  added,  "We  were  a 
little  disappointed  with  llic  lumoul 
of  ’victims.’

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Livingston  faces  transition

After  its  ZOth  year  in  existence, 
the  second  largest  undergraduate 
college  at  the  University  is  facing 
many  long-standing  issues  — such 
as  its  so-callcd  “identity  crisis.” 

Livingston  College  also  will 
face  a transition  in  leadership  next 
year,  when  Livingston  College 
Dean  W.  Robert  Jenkins  leaves  his 
post  in  July  — after  1 3 years  as  col- 
lege dean  — to  take  a one-year 
administrative  leave. 

This  semester,  the  University 
formed  a committee,  which  was 
later  disbanded  due  to  the  Universi- 
ty's budget  crisis,  to  search  for 
Jenkins’  replacement. 

The  delay  also  will  allow  the 


next  University  president  some  say 
in  the  choice  of  the  new  dean. 

Livingston  College  sophomore 
Stephen  Haak,  student  representa- 
tive to  the  committee,  said  Jenkins 
has  been  “an  anchor  and  a positive 
influence"  at  the  college. 

"Jenkins  used  to  tell  (former 
University  President  Edward  J.) 
Blouslein  that  Livingston  College, 
more  than  other  colleges,  made 
Rutgers  University  the  State  Uni- 
versity through  its  special  prog- 
rams," he  said. 

Junior  Anike  Ajagunna,  outgo- 
ing president  of  the  Livingston 
College  Governing  Association, 
said,  “The  whole  concept  of  us  not 
having  a dean  is  another  part  of  the 
destabilization  of  the  college." 


However,  Jenkins  said,  “We're 
all  wondering  who  will  be  the  next 
dean- — no  action  has  been  taken 
yet." 

“Where  Livingston  goes  is  going 
to  depend  far  more  on  who  the  new 
president  of  the  University  is,  than 
who  the  new  dean  of  Livingston 
is,”  he  added. 

Students  and  administrators  arc 
enthusiastic  about  the  proposed 
Kilmer  Village  residential  and 
shopping  complex,  but  LCGA 
member  Tiffany  Slitikin,  a junior, 
said  Village  developers  should 
keep  in  mind  the  needs  of  the 
Livingston  College  community. 

“If  they  do  make  stores  that  arc

The  Livingston  College  Govern- 
ing Association  refused  100  Black 
Men’s  request  to  fund  a lecture 
program  featuring  the  author  of  a 
controversial  book  at  its  meeting  in 
the  Livingston  Student  Centci 
Monday  night. 

100  Black  Men  requested  $750 
to  bring  Sherazad  Ali,  author  ol 
“The  Black  Man’s  Guide  to  Under- 
standing the  Black  Woman,"  to  the 
University  for  a program  to  be  held 
Oct.  29  in  the  LSC. 

Ali  has  been  criticized  for  de- 
scribing African-American  women 
in  a degrading  manner  in  the  book, 
LCGA  members  said. 

“Basically,  the  body  decided  that 
a $750  lecture  was  not  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  college,"  said  LCGA 
President  Yash  Dalai,  a junior. 
“But  the  body  also  felt  that  the 
book  is  being  read  and  discussed, 
so  we  should  do  something.” 

Dalai  said  the  LCGA  will  allo- 
cate 100  Black  Men  $500  if  a Uni- 


versity professor  with  an  opposing 
viewpoint  is  allowed  to  participate 
in  the  discussion. 

LCGA  Parliamentarian  Greg 
Pancra,  a junior,  said  the  LCGA’s 
decision  “reeks  of  censorship.” 

“Informed  people  say  she  is  sex- 
ist,” he  said.  “That’s  true,  but  ours 
is  not  to  judge,”  he  said.  “People 
voted  to  protect  and  to  shield  peo- 
ple from  ideas  that  they  disagreed 
with.” 

RULGA  funding  denied 

Another  funding  request,  from 
the  Rutgers  University  Lesbian/ 
Gay  Alliance,  was  also  denied  be- 
cause the  group  has  not  held  an 
event  on  Kilmer  campus  within  the 
past  two  years,  Dalai  said.  Accord- 
ing to  LCGA  regulations,  an  orga- 
nization is  required  to  hold  events 
on  Kilmer  to  receive  a yearly 
allocation. 

Instead,  the  LCGA  decided  to 
fund  RULGA  only  for  individual 
events.  Panera  said  the  LCGA  will 
fund  a program  that  RULGA  is 


planning  for  the  Kilmer  campus  in 
April. 

The  LCGA  gave  formal  ap- 
proval to  the  Student  Rights  Bill  re- 
solution. The  resolution  would  sup- 
port a New  Jersey  Legislature  bill 
tltai  would  give  stale  college  gov- 
erning associations  full  control  of 
student  fees  and  create  a statewide 
student  association  to  lobby  for  the 
interests  of  slate  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  Trenton. 

“Tuition  keeps  going  up  because 
we  have  no  lobbyist  in  the  legisla- 
ture,” said  Anike  Ajagunna,  a se- 
nior. “Students  need  a way  to  facili- 
tate power.” 

Former  Rutgers  College  Gov- 
erning Association  President  Rob 
Hill,  who  is  working  with  student 
governments  to  help  get  the  bill 
passed,  said  it  would  not  change  the 
current  structure  of  Rutgers  student 
governments.  It  would  allow  future 
student  fees  to  be  added  to  term 
bills  by  a student  body  referendum, 
he  said. 

In  other  business,  a resolution 


originally  passed  last  year  request- 
ing that  the  Kilmer  campus  be  re- 
named Livingston  campus  was  for- 
mally approved  by  this  year’s 
LCGA  members. 

Dalai  said  Walton  Johnson,  act- 
ing dean  of  Livingston  College,  has 
said  he  would  support  the  proposal. 

'Let  Livingston  Live’ 

Additionally,  Dalai  said  the 
LCGA  plans  to  campaign  to  win 
support  for  the  name  change  from 
other  colleges.  Members  will  dis- 
tribute buttons  and  carry  banners 
with  the  slogan  “Kill  Kilmer  Cam- 
pus — Let  Livingston  Live”  at  this 
year’s  Homecoming  parade,  he 
said. 

Dalai  reported  that  because  new 
street  names  had  not  yet  been  ap- 
proval by  the  University  Board  of 


Governors,  new  street  signs  placed 
on  Kilmer  campus  this  summer 
would  have  to  taken  down. 

A proposal  was  submitted  by  so- 
phomore Christy  Almanzor,  prog- 
ramming chairperson,  that  woiilc' 
transform  the  LCGA  Programming 
Board  into  a separate  organization 
similar  to  the  Rutgers  College 
Program  Council  or  the  Douglass 
College  Center  Board.  If  passed, 
the  board  would  become  a separate 
entity  in  three  years. 

The  University  Housing  and  Di- 
ning Cornmiilce  has  temporarily 
approved  a proposal  introduced  by 
the  LCGA  last  year  which  would 
change  the  meal  plan  system  to  a 
debit  system,  members  of  the  stu- 
dent life  committee  said.

As  the  wind  swept  through  the 
Kilmer  campus  yesterday,  organiz- 
ers for  Friday’s  statewide  student 
march  in  Trenton  said  Livingston 
College  students  once  provided  a 
strong  current  for  change  in  higher 
education. 

And  they  can  do  so  again,  said 
Staci  Berger,  chairperson  of  the  Le- 
gislative Affairs  Committee  of  the 
Livingston  College  Governing 
Association. 

About  one-fifth  of  the  72  sm- 
dents  signed  up  for  a bus  ride  to 
Trenton  registered  at  yesterday’s 
Week  of  Action  rally  behind  the  Li- 
vingston Student  Center. 

“The  ultimate  goal  is  to  make 
this  campus  much  more  active,” 
said  Berger,  a Livingston  College 
sophomore. 

“Financial  aid  is  going  down  and 
tuition  is  up.  Livingston,  being  pri- 
marily working  class  ...  can’t  com- 
pensate the  way  other  students  can. 
People  don’t  take  an  action  until 
they  feel  it  personally.” 

^chard  Moser,  a 1976  Livings- 
ton College  graduate,  said  the  col- 
lege’s identity  “did  not  just  fade 
away”  in  the  University’s  reorgani- 
zation a decade  ago.  By  being  ac- 
tive in  students’  rights  issues, 
“we’ll  get  the  identity  from  where 
it’s  always  been,”  he  said. 

“Livingston  once  had  a very 
deep  and  historic  mission,”  he  said. 
“Until  the  mid-’70s,  Livingston 
College  was  the  consciousness  of 
students  in  New  Jersey  ...  an  out- 
growth of  the  rebellions  of  the  ’60s 
and  ’70s.” 

University  sociology  professor 
John  Leggett,  said  a group  of  over 
8,000  students  once  successfully 
lobbied  the  governor  and  state  Le- 
gislature for  additional  money. 

--“In  1974-75  there  was  a compar- 
able situation,”  said  LeggetL  “The 


students  really  made  that  possible, 
and  they  can  do  it  again.” 

“If  the  students  do  not  demons- 
trate, the  cuts  will  go  through,”  he 
said. 

Although  many  people  passed 
the  rally  by,  Berger  said  it  was  suc- 
cessful in  getting  information  out 
to  students.  About  50  people  signed 
a banner  with  the  words,  “Livings- 
ton College  demands  affordable 
educatioa”-*  ^

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LCGA  proposes  increased  fees  to  fund  orientation

Livingston  College  students  will  pay  an 
extra  $3  student  fee  per  semester  to  fund 
summer  orientation  programs  for  new  stu- 
dents if  the  increase  is  ratified  by  the 
University. 

At  last  night’s  Livingston  College  Gov- 
erning Association  meeting,  many  members 
supported  the  proposal,  wliich  would  raise 
liic  college’s  special  student  activities  fee 
from  $2  to  $5. 

The  proposal  will  be  forwarded  to  Li- 
vingston College  acting  Dc:ui  Walton  Jolin- 
son  and  must  be  approved  by  the  offices  of 
the  New  Brunswick  provost  and  University 


president  and  the  Board  of  Governors  before 
implementation  next  fall,  said  George  Jones, 
Livingston  College  dean  of  students. 

About  300  students  — half  of  the  Livings- 
ton College  class  of  1994  — participated  in 
tliis  sunuiicr’s  programs,  said  Toni  DcMa- 
glio,  Livingston  College  assistant  dean. 

A non-renewable  grant  from  the  stale  De- 
partment of  Higher  Education  funded  the 
programs  tliis  year,  said  DcMaglio.  The  col- 
lege must  fund  the  additional  orientation 
programs  if  they  are  to  Continue,  she  said. 

Jones  said  the  increase  “is  considered  an 
operational  fee  (and)  is  not  required  to  go  to 
(a  student)  referendum.” 


“I  didn’t  come  here  asking  for  (the 
LCGA’s)  approval  or  disapproval,”  said 
Jones.  “I  came  asking  for  their  advice.” 

“This  $3  will  go  back  to  every  student  who 
comes  into  this  college,”  he  said. 

LCGA  member  Tiffany  Slitkin  supported 
die  proposal.  “It’s  important  that  they  do 
these  issues  (but)  it  takes  money,"  said  the 
senior. 

Discussing  the  proposed  Kilmer  Village 
residential  and  business  complex,  Michael 
Parascando,  a representative  to  the  project’s 
development  conuniltcc,  reported  on  a prop- 
osal to  place  shops  across  from  the  Livings- 
ton Student  Center. 

“Avenue  D is  what  they  would  like  to  see 


as  a Main  Street  or  village  square,"  said  Para- 
scando, a senior.  "If  they  put  those  stores  and 
establishments  right  across  the  street,  tliat  de- 
Hnitely  covers  Uic  Livingston  campus.” 

Christy  Almonzor,  chairperson  of  the 
LCGA  progranuning  board,  said  the  prog- 
ramming group  is  writing  a new  constitution 
as  a separate  entity.  Interested  students  may 
attend  a meeting  Monday  at  8 p.m.  in  llie  Li- 
vingston Student  Center. 

In  other  business,  the  LCGA  awarded 
$500  to  the  Liberated  Gospel  Choir.  The 
group  had  sought  $1,600. 

The  LCGA  also  named  fir.‘?l-ycar  student 
Merlin  Thomas  as  secretary  of  ihp  board  after 
member  Harry  Knabe  resigned  from  the 
position.

zoning  constraints,  but  Rutgers 
must  provide  township  officials 
with  information  on  the  project.

The  need  for  a sense  of  identity 
and  belonging  has  been  a long- 
fought  battle  at  Livingston  College. 
And  it  seems  that  plans  for  a re- 
vamped campus  will  give  Livings- 
ton a fresh,  new  look. 

One  major  sought-after  change 
that  may  occur  in  the  near  future  is 
in  the  campus’  official  name.  Last 
semester,  the  Livingston  College 
Governing  Association  passed  a re- 
solution to  rename  Kilmer  campus 
to  Livingston  campus. 

The  LCCA  and  college  admini- 
strators have  campaigned  through- 
out the  University  this  semester  to 
solicit  support  for  the  resolution 
and  were  backed  by  all  student 
governments. 

After  a series  of  committees  and 
bodies  were  asked  to  review  the 
name  change  proposal,  the  New 
Brunswick  Faculty  Council  over- 
whelmingly voted  to  support  the 
resolution  Friday. 

If  the  name  change  is  approved 
by  die  University  Board  of  Gover- 
nors, it  will  complement  the  Uni- 
versity’s system  of  individual  col- 
leges, said  Livingston  College  act- 
ing Dean  Walton  Johnson. 

‘‘There  are  a number  of  steps 
which  the  University  must  take  to 
protect  the  college  system,"  he 
said.  Facts  revealed  during  the  dis- 
cussions about  the  name  change 
"show  that  the  preservation  of  the 
small  collegiate  environment  at  the 
large  university  requires  proactive 
measures." 

Students  have  been  actively  ad- 
vocating the  campus  name  change. 

"All  nine  undergraduate  govern- 
ing associations  voted  to  support 
die  change,"  said  LCGA  President 
Yash  Dalai,  a junior.  “We  arc  on  a 
drive  to  get  5,009  signatures  (on  a 
petition  supporting  the  change), 
and  we  arc  almost  halfway 
llirough.” 

The  proposal  must  now  go  be- 
fore the  BOG's  Names,  Plaques 
and  Monuments  Committee  to  ob- 
tain official  approval. 

Two  additions  to  the  landscape 
of  the  Livingston  campus  arc  also 
in  the  works.  One  would  place  20 
sorority,  fraternity  and  special- 
interest  houses  at  the  intersection 
of  Davidson  Road  and  Metlar's 
Lane  behind  the  Louis  Brown  Ath- 
letic Center. 

Although  the  University  origi- 
nally planned  to  have  the  new 
housing  ready  by  next  fall,  it  is 
tangled  up  in  a legal  battle  with  Pis- 
cataway  Township,  over  whether 
the  complex  must  comply  with  the 
township's  zoning  restrictions. 

Legal  statutes  stipulate  that  any 
buildings  erected  by  the  University 
that  are  related  directly  to  educa- 
tion arc  exempt  from  local  zoning 
permits.  However,  Piscataway 
Township’s  attorney  Phillip  Paley 
claimed  this  project  is  not  related  to 
education. 

"The  statute  said  that  in  order  for 
Rutgers  to  take  an  exemption  from 
local  review  there  has  to  be  a direct 
correlation.”  Paley  said.  "I  contend 
that  there  is  no  such  direct 
correlation.” 

Rutgers  officials  are  taking  the 
position  that  the  complex  is  consis- 
tent with  the  University’s  educa- 
tional mission  because  fraternities 
and  sororities  are  part  of  the  college 
environment.  In  addition,  the  hous- 
ing will  be  available  to  non-grcck 
interest  groups,  according  to  Uni- 
versity Counsel  David  Scott. 

The  University  is  seeking  a de- 
claratory judgment  on  the  project 
from  Superior  Court  in  New  Bruns- 
wick to  prevent  the  township  from 
issuing  a temporary  restraining  or- 
der during  construction. 

State  Superior  Court  Judge  John 
Bachman  said  Thursday  that  the 
Livingston  special-intcresthousing 
plan  may  be  exempt  from  township 
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Kilmer  Village  Is  To 
Be  Located  Here  . 


according  to  Mark  Rozewski,  Uni- 
versity director  of  physical  and 
capita]  planning. 

The  Piscataway  Town  Council 
will  hold  an  open  public  meeting  to 


discuss  the  plan,  in  which  the  land 
will  be  rezoned.  The  land  will  be 
leased  to  a developer  in  January  or 
February  for  a 50-  to  90-year 
period. 


After  the  lease  is  signed,  ar- 
chitects and  city  planners  will 
spend  a year  designing  the  project, 
Rozewski  said.  Construction  will 
begin  between  1992  and  1994.
